TYPE, SEMI-CACTUS 

Color—Dark velvety red with silvery moon _ reverse 
petals. Formation—Long, rather narrow petals which 
twist and curl, showing reverse side. Center—Very high 
and tight with petals standing straight, not incurved. 

Size—7 to 10 inches across by 5 to 7 inches deep. 
Stem—Slender stiff stems 9 to 13 inches to first set of 
leaves. Dark colored. 

Foliage—Medium dark green and refined size. Bush— 
38% to 4 feet tall. Nicely branched. Early and fairly 
prolific bloomer with 3 to 6 flowers at one time.
